BERRIES 
Among the wholesome berries we find bar- 
berries, blackberries, blueberries, cranberries, 


loganberries, raspberries, rocbuck berries, service 
berries, strawberries and whortleberries, 


Blackberries contain more magnesium than the 
others; cranberries more calcium and sulphur; 
huckleberries lead in potassium: and phosphorus; 
and raspberries lead in chlorin. It is better to ob- 
tain the fully ripened berries so that no sugar is 
needed to make them palatable. The berries which 
do need the addition of sugar, such as cranberries, 
are not quite as valuable from a dietetic stand- 
point. ‘ 

Strawberries contain a larger amount of iron, 
sodium and silicon than any other fruits or berries, 
The strawberry flavor appeals to everyone, and it 
its better for one to use the fresh fruit rather than 
artificial flavoring in preparing foods. Strawberries, 
though an acid fruit, do not cause acidosis. In fact, 
they are so alkaline-forming as to be a valuable 
remedy. 

THE STRAWBERRY RASH 


While strawberries are wholesorfe, it must be 
remembered that they are an acid fruit and should 
never be used with starchy foods, but should be 
eaten along with milk, non-starchy vegetables or 
proteins. They should never be used as straw- 
berry shortcake. Wrongly combining strawberries 
with starches is largely responsible for their bad 
reputation of being poisonous to some people. Those 
individuals who break out after eating strawberries 
suffer from a toxic condition, and it seems that the 
strawberries actually speed up the elimination 
through the skin to such an extent as to cause 
itching or even inflammation. 

Care should also be used in not using the other 
berries with starches. All of the berry pies and 
berry shortcakes, while exceedingly palatable, are 
unwholesome for this reason 


Berries of all kinds combine well with milk or 
cream and may be used in imparting a delightful 
flavor to many recipes which do not call for starch 
or flour. Below is given an excellent recipe for 
making berry ice cream. One may vary the flavor 
cach time the ice cream is made,’ using straw- 
berries one time, loganberries another, and so on 
throughout the obtainable varieties of berries. 

BERRY ICE CREAM 

Measure into a dish half the contents of an 
envelope of unflavored gelatin and add to it enough 
cold water to soften. Crush the desired amount of 
any kind of berries and mix thoroughly with a half 
pint of cream. Imto another bowl put a pint of 
whole milk into which has been thoroughly mixed 
about half a cupful of honey and add to the berries, 
Next, add the gelatin which has been dissolved 
er hot water. Stir all together and pour into 
freezer and freeze until of the desired consistency, 
The amount makes about a quart, depending upon 
the quantity of berries used. The amount of honey 
will vary, according to the kind of berries you 
prefer.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION Myra I. writes: “I would like 
some information about pellagra. Can it be cured?” 

ANSWER: The best dietetic treatment seems to 
be a short fruit fast for four or five days followed 
by a well-balanced diet as @utlined in my weekly 
In overcoming this trouble it is especially 
imporiant that you obtain sufficient protein, such 
as meat, and also a sufficient amount of foods con- 
taining Vitamin B2 which prevents pellagra. Some 
of these foods are: Whole grain cereals, milk, meat, 
green leafy vegetables, egg yolks, asparagus, dried 
lima beans, wholewheat bread, buttermilk, raw 
cabbage, carrots, canned corn, eggplant, fresh ham, 
lentils, oatmeal, oranges, parsnips, baked Irish po- 
tatoes, baked sweet potatoes green peas, canned 
tomatoes, turnips, walnuts and yeast.
